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Classification of Offenses. 

The term ‘‘offenses known to the police’ is designed to include those 
crimes designated as part I classes of the uniform classification occur- 
ring within the police jurisdiction, whether they become known to 
the police through reports of police officers, of citizens, of prosecuting 
or court officials, or otherwise. They are confined to the following 
group of seven classes of grave offenses, shown by experience to be 
those most generally and completely reported to the police: Criminal 
homicide, including (a) murder, nonnegligent manslaughter, and (5) 
manslaughter by negligence; rape; robbery; aggravated assault; 
burglary—breaking or entering; larceny—theft; and auto theft. The 
figures contained herein include also the number of attempted crimes 
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of the designated classes. Attempted murders, however, are reported 
as aggravated assaults. In other words, an attempted burglary or 
robbery, for example, is reported in the bulletin in the same manner 
as if the crime had been completed. 

“Offenses known to the police” include, therefore, all of the above 
offenses, including attempts, which are reported by the police depart- 
ments of contributing cities and not merely arrests or cleared cases. 
Complaints which upon investigation are learned to be groundless are 
not included in the tabulations which follow. 

In order to indicate more clearly the types of offenses included in 
each group, there follows a brief definition of each classification: 

1. Criminal homicide.—(a) Murder and nonnegligent manslaughter—includes 
all felonious homicides except those caused by negligence. Does not include 
attempts to kill, assaults to kill, justifiable homicides, suicides, or accidental 
deaths. (b) Manslaughter by negligence—includes only those cases in which 


death is caused by culpable negligence which is so clearly evident that if the 
person responsible for the death were apprehended he would be prosecuted for 

































































manslaughter. 
2. Rape.—Includes forcible rape, statutory rape, assault to rape, and attempted 
rape 





3. Robbery.—Includes stealing or taking anything of value from the person by 
force or violence or by putting in fear, such as highway robbery, stick-ups , robbery 
armed. Includes assault to rob and attempt to rob. 

4. Aggravated assault.—Includes assault with intent to kill; assault by shooting, 
cutting, stabbing, maiming, poisoning, scalding, or by use of acids. Does not 
include simple assault, assault and battery, fighting, etc. 

5. Burglary—Breaking or entering.—Includes burglary, housebreaking, safe- 
cracking, or any unlawful entry to commit a felony or theft. Includes attempted 
burglary and assault to commit a burglary. Burglary followed by a larceny is 
entered here and is not counted again under larceny. 

6. Larceny—theft (except auto theft).—(a) Fifty dollars and over in value. (b) 
Under $50 in value—includes in one of the above subclassifications, depending 
upon the value of the property stolen, oe purse-snatching, shop- 
lifting, or any stealing of property or thing of value which is not taken by force 
and violence or by fraud. Does not include embezzlement, ‘‘con” games, forgery, 
passing worthless checks, etc. 

7. Auto theft.—Includes all cases where a motor vehicle is stolen or driven 
away and abandoned, including the so-called “‘joy-riding’’ thefts. Does not 
include taking for temporary use when actually returned by the taker, or unau- 
thorized use by those having lawful access to the vehicle. 


In publishing the data sent in by chiefs of police in different cities, 
the F B I does not vouch for their accuracy. They are given out as 
current information which may throw some light on problems of crime 
and criminal-law enforcement. 


In compiling the tables, returns which were apparently incomplete 
or otherwise defective were excluded. 



































































































Extent of Reporting Area. 


In the table which follows there is shown the number of police 
departments from which one or more crime reports have been re- 
ceived during the first 6 months of 1937. Information is presented 
for the cities divided according to size. The population figures 
employed are estimates as of July 1, 1933, by the Bureau of the 
Census for cities with population in excess of 10,000. No estimates 
were available, however, for those with a smaller number of inhabi- 


tants and, accordingly, for them the figures listed in the 1930 decennial 
census were used. 
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The growth in the crime-reporting area is evidenced by the following 
figures for the first 6 months of 1932-37:

The foregoing comparison shows that during the first half of 1937 
there was an increase of 89 cities as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1936, the population represented for those cities being 
592,600. 

In addition to the 2,278 city and village police departments which 
submitted crime reports during 1937, one or more reports were re- 
ceived during that period from 1,076 sheriffs and State police organiza- 
tions and from 8 agencies in possessions of the United States. This 


makes a grand total of 3,362 agencies contributing crime reports 
during 1937.

MONTHLY RETURNS 


Offenses Known to the Police—Cities Divided According to Population. 

In table 32 may be found the number of offenses reported as com- 
mitted during the first half of 1937 by the police departments of 1,764 
cities with a combined population of 52,567,326. The data are also 
presented in the form of crime rates with the cities divided into Six 
groups according to size, in order that figures for individual communi- 
ties may be readily compared with average figures for cities of approxi- 
mately the same size. ‘Rate per 100,000” means the number of 
offenses for each 100,000 inhabitants. 

Confirming data for prior years, the compilation indicates generally 
that the larger cities report higher crime rates than the smaller com- 
munities. Exclusive of automobile thefts, more than one-half of the 
crimes reported consisted of larcenies. All larcenies reported, includ- 
ing auto thefts, amounted to 68.4 percent of the crimes represented in 
table 32. Burglaries accounted for 22.8 percent and robberies for 4.3 
percent. The remaining 4.5 percent of crimes consisted of felonious 
assaults, rapes, manslaughters, and murders. The amount of each 
type of crime is indicated in the following percentage distribution:

More detailed information concerning the nature of the criminal 
act, time and place of commission, and value of property stolen may 
be found in tables 41, 42, and 43. 

Most of the police departments forwarding crime reports to the 
F B I divided offenses of larceny into two groups, those in which the 
value of the property stolen was $50 or more, and those in which the 
value was less than $50. Of the cities with more than 100,000 in- 
habitants, 83 reported larceny data classified in accordance with the 
foregoing, and a separate compilation of that information is presented 
below.

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Daily Average, Offenses Known to the Police, 1937. 


Monthly variations in the number of crimes committed are shown 
in table 33. The figures are based on reports for the first 6 months 
of the calendar year 1937 received from the police departments of 
88 cities, each with more than 100,000 inhabitants. The compilation 
shows in general a seasonal increase in the number of offenses against 
the person during the second quarter of the year and a decrease in the 
number of crimes against property (robbery, burglary, larceny, and 
auto theft) during the same seed When the figures are compared 
with a similar tabulation for the first half of 1936, it appears that the 
seasonal increase in crimes against the person was smaller during 1937. 
However, the amount of seasonal variation in the number of crimes 
against property was approximately the same during the first half 
of 1937 as during the first half of 1936.

Daily Average, Offenses Known to the Police, 1931-37. 

Annual variations in the amount of crime committed are shown in 
table 34. The compilation is based on reports for the first 6 months 
of the calendar years 1931-37 received from the police departments 
of 67 cities with an aggregate population of 19,003,302. 

Table 34 reveals that for all types of crimes represented in the com- 
pilation the figures for 1937 were larger than those for 1936. For the 
group of cities represented, the murder and manslaughter figures 
showed irregular changes during the 7-year period. For rape, how- 
ever, the 1937 figure is higher than for all other years except 1934, 
and the 1937 aggravated assault figure is higher than for all other years 
except 1933. On the other hand, although the 1937 robbery, burglary, 
and auto theft figures are in excess of the number of such crimes dur- 
ing 1936, they are lower than the corresponding figures for 1931-35. 

The number of larcenies reported for the first half of 1937 by the 
cities represented was in excess of the number reported for any of the 
pee years. It is probable that part of the increase in reported 
arcenies during 1937 has been the result of more complete reporting of 
minor thefts by local agencies. 
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The data included in table 34 are also presented in figure 8.

In table 35 there is presented information concerning the number 
of police departments whose reports were employed in the prepara- 
tion of figures representing crime rates for the individual States 
shown in table 36. This information is included here in order to 
show the number of such contributors divided according to size of 
city, and it is believed it will be helpful in evaluating the crime data 
for individual States, since table 32 has indicated that there is a 
noticeable tendency for the large cities to report higher crime rates 
than the smaller communities. It should be observed that in several 
instances the number of records entering into the construction of 
State rates is quite limited. In some cases the figures for individual 
States are based on reports from only three to six police departments. 
Obviously, the crime rates based on such a limited number of rec- 
ords may differ considerably from the figures which would result if 
reports were available from all urban communities in the State. 

In table 36 there are presented the crime rates for individual 
States, together with figures for nine geographic divisions of the 
country. The figures in the table represent the number of offenses 
known to the police expressed in terms of the number per 100,000 
inhabitants. 

In order to make available comparative crime data for States 
covering several years, there are presented in table 37 figures for indi- 
vidual States for 1933-36. The proportion of the urban population 
represented varies among the States. However, in most cases the 
cities whose reports were used in preparing the tabulation constituted 
more than 50 percent of the total urban population of the State. In 
all cases except one the population area represented was more than 
30 percent of the total urban population. The crime rates for New 
York State are based on reports of cities whose combined population 
was slightly less than 30 percent of the total urban population of the 
State, but the figures are, nevertheless, included in the table because 
of the substantial population area represented by the reports available. 

For each State represented in table 37 there is shown the number 
of cities whose reports were used and their combined population. The 
number of cities represented in table 37 is less than the number repre- 
sented in tables 35 and 36 because of growth in the reporting area 
during 1933-36. 

No figures are included in table 37 for Georgia, Idaho, Mississippi, 
New Mexico, South Carolina, and Wyoming, because available reports 
constituted only a comparatively small portion of the total urban 
population in each State. 

The figures in table 37 represent the number of offenses known to 
the police expressed in terms of the number per 100,000 inhabitants.

Data for Individual Cities With More Than 100,000 Inhabitants. 


The number of offenses reported as having been committed during 
the second quarter of 1937 is shown in table 38. The compilation 
has been limited to the reports received from police departments in 
cities with more than 100,000 inhabitants. Such data are included 
here in order that interested individuals and organizations may have 
readily available up-to-date information concerning the amount of 
crime committed in their communities. Police administrators and 
other interested individuals will probably find it desirable to com- 
pare the crime rates of their cities with the average rates shown in 
table 32 of this publication. Similarly, they will doubtless desire to 
make comparisons with the figures for their communities for prior 
periods, in order to determine whether there has been an increase or 
a decrease in the amount of crime committed. 

With reference to the possibility of comparing the amount of crime 
in one city with the amount of reported crime in other individual 
communities, it is suggested that such comparisons be made with a 
great deal of caution, because differences in the figures may be due 
to a great variety of factors. The amount of crime committed in a 
community is not chargeable to the police but is rather a charge 
against the entire community. The following is a list of some of 
the factors which might affect the amount of crime in a community: 
The composition of the population with reference particularly to age, 
sex, and race; the economic status and activities of the population; 
climate; educational, recreational, and religious facilities; the num- 
ber of police employees per unit of population; the standards govern- 
ing appointments to the police force; the policies of the prosecuting 
officials and the courts; the attitude of the public toward law-enforce- 
ment problems. Comparisons between the crime rates of individual 
cities should not be made without giving consideration to the above- 
mentioned factors. It should be noted that it is more important to 
determine whether the figures for a given community show increases 
or decreases in the amount of crime committed than to ascertain

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whether the figures are above or below those of some other com- 
munity. 

In examining a compilation of crime figures for individual com- 
munities it should be borne in mind that in view of the fact that the 
data are compiled by different record departments operating under 
separate and distinct administrative systems, it is entirely possible 
that there may be variations in the practices employed in classify- 
ing complaints of offenses. On the other hand, the crime reporting 
manual has been distributed to all contributors of crime reports and 
the figures received are included in this bulletin only if they apparently 
have been compiled in accordance with the provisions of the manual, 
and the individual department has so indicated.

Offenses Known to Sheriffs, State Police, and Other Rural Officers, 1937. 


Available data concerning the amount of crime committed in rural 
portions of the United States are presented in table 39. As indicated, 
the tabulation is based on reports received from 407 sheriffs, 5 State 
police units, and 88 police agencies in villages (places with less than 
2,500 inhabitants). For comparative purposes the following tabula- 
tion indicates the percentage distribution of urban and rural crimes:

The above figures represent an average group of 100 urban crimes 
and an average group of 100 rural crimes, and show for each group 
how many were larcenies, burglaries, etc. The above compilation 
discloses that 11.6 per cent of the rural crimes reported consisted of 
offenses against the person (homicide, rape, and aggravated assault), 
whereas 4.5 percent of the urban crimes were of those types. Part of 
the difference in the proportion of reported crimes against the person 
may be due to the fact that some of the reports representing rural 
crimes indicate the possibility that they were limited to instances in 
which arrests were made. Incompleteness of that type in the reports 
of rural crimes would naturally tend to increase the percentage of 
reported crimes against the person, in view of the fact that such of- 
fenses are more generally followed by arrests than are offenses against 
property.

Offenses Known in the Possessions of the United States. 


In table 40 there are shown available data concerning the number of 
offenses known to law-enforcement agencies in the possessions of the 
United States. The tabulation includes reports from Honolulu (city 
and county); the Canal Zone; and Puerto Rico. The figures are 
based on both urban and rural areas and the population figures from 
the 1930 decennial census are indicated in the table.

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With reference to the figures presented for the Canal Zone, it should 
be noted that the Federal Bureau of Investigation has been advised 
that less than one-third of the persons arrested for offenses committed 
in the Canal Zone are residents thereof. It appears, therefore, that 
a large proportion of the crime committed in the Canal Zone is 
attributable to transients and other nonresidents. 


Data From Supplementary Offense Reports. 


In tables 41-43 are presented the more detailed data compiled from 
supplementary offense reports received from 159 police departments in 
cities with a combined population of 20,313,143. The tables cover the 
second quarter of 1937. 

Table 41 reveals that more than one-half of the rapes reported 
were forcible in nature. The data for robbery disclose that 60 percent 
(1,919) of such crimes were committed on city highways and that 28 

ercent (881) were robberies of various types of commercial estab- 
ishments. 

The cities represented in table 41 reported 15,736 burglaries, almost 
one-half of which were committed in residences. Of the total bur- 
glaries reported, 78 percent (12,326) were committed at night, and 22 
percent during the day. However, the compilation shows that 35 
percent of the residence burglaries occurred during the daytime. 

The larcenies reported numbered 35,832. There were 4,037 (11.3 
percent) in which the value of the property stolen was $50 or more; 
23,516 (65.6 percent) involving property valued at $5 to $50; and 
8, 279 (23.1 percent) in which the value of the property stolen was less 
than $5 per offense. With reference to the type of theft committed, 
the compilation shows that there were 571 cases of pocket-picking 
(1.6 percent) and 836 offenses of purse-snatching (2.3 percent).

The police departments of 159 cities reported thefts of 9,332 auto- 
mobiles during the second quarter of 1937. As indicated in table 42, 
8,810 (94.4 percent) of the automobiles were recovered.

The value of property stolen in connection with offenses of robbery, 
burglary, larceny, and auto theft is shown in table 43 as amounting to 
$5,571,169.99. “Recoveries totaled $3,726,565.62, which is 66.9 per- 
cent of the amount stolen. More than one-half of the value of stolen 
property consisted of automobiles. Exclusive of automobiles, the 
value of stolen property was $2,216,997.24 and the value of recovered 
property was $574,554.94 (26 percent).

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Relation Between Average Crime Rates and Average Number of Police 
Employees. 

In table 44 there is shown the relation between average crime rates 
and the average number of police employees based on data received 
for 1936 from the police departments of 93 cities, each with more than 
100,000 inhabitants. The tabulation discloses that cities having the 
larger number of police employees in comparison with the population 
area policed generally have the lower crime rates. 

The figures presented in table 44 represent the averages of the in- 
dividual rates (both crime rates and police personnel rates) for the 
several cities. 

The number of police employees per 1,000 inhabitants for the cities 
represented varies from 2.9 to 0.7. The compilation shows that 19 
cities having an average of 2.3 police employees per 1,000 inhabitants 
had 5.1 murders during 1936 for each 100,000 of population, whereas 
25 cities having an average of 0.9 police employees pe 1,000 inhabi- 
tants had 9.7 murders reported for each 100,000 of population. In 
addition, those cities having an average of 2.3 police employees per 
1,000 inhabitants had 50 robberies and 324 burglaries reported for 
each 100,000 of population, as compared with 83 robberies and 467 
burglaries reported by cities with an average of only 0.9 police employ- 
ees per 1,000 inhabitants. Although there are exceptions, a similar 
trend is shown for other types of offenses. 

The cities designated in table 44 as group IV reported 90 percent 
more murders, 67 percent more robberies, 63 percent more aggravated 
assaults, 44 percent more burglaries, and 47 percent more larcenies 
than the cities designated as group I. On the other hand, an excep- 
tion to the general trend is shown in the auto theft figures. 

Part of the information included in table 44 is also presented in 
figure 10. Information concerning the number of police employees 
in individual cities may be found in table 46.

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Number of Police Department Employees, 1936. 

The average number of police department employees for cities 
divided into six groups according to size is shown in table 45. The 
tabulation is based on monthly reports for the calendar year 1936. 

The average number of employees per 1,000 inhabitants for cities in 
group I, as shown in table 45, was obtained by determining the total 
number of employees in the police departments of the 37 cities repre- 
sented. The figure was then divided by the total population of those 
37 cities. The data for the remaining groups of cities were compiled 
in a similar manner. Population figures employed were estimates as 
of July 1, 1933, by the Bureau of the Census for all cities with popula- 
tion in excess of 10,000. No estimates were available, however, for 
those with a smaller number of inhabitants, and, accordingly, for 
them the figures listed in the 1930 decennial census were used. 

The information appearing in table 45 is also shown in figure 11.

DATA COMPILED FROM FINGERPRINT RECORDS 


During the first 6 months of 1937 the F B I examined 251,575 
arrest records as evidenced by fingerprint cards, in order to obtain 
data concerning the age, sex, race and previous criminal histories of 
the persons represented. The compilation has been limited to in- 
stances of arrests for violations of State laws and municipal ordi- 
nances. In other words, fingerprint cards representing arrests for 
violations of Federal laws or representing commitments to any type 
of penal institution have been excluded from this tabulation. 

he number of fingerprint records examined was considerably 
— than for the corresponding portion of prior years, which were 
as follows: 1936, 219,868; 1935, 189,500; 1934, 173,768. The increase 
in the number of arrest records examined should not be construed as 
reflecting an increase in the amount of crime, nor necessarily as an 
increase in the number of persons arrested, since it quite probably 
is at least partially the result of an increase in the number of local 
— contributing fingerprint records to the Identification Division 
ofthe F BI. The tabulation of data from fingerprint cards obviously 
does not include all persons arrested, since there are individuals taken 
into custody for whom no fingerprint cards are forwarded to Wash- 
ington. Furthermore, data pertaining to persons arrested should 
not be treated as information regarding the number of offenses com- 
mitted, since two or more persons may be involved in the joint com- 
mission of a single offense, and on the other hand one person may be 
arrested and charged with the commission of several separate crimes. 

More than 30 percent of the arrest records examined during the 
first half of 1937 represented persons taken into custody for murder, 
robbery, assault, burglary, larceny, and auto theft. Arrests for 
major violations are reflected by the following figures:

Since the last half of the calendar year 1935, there have been 
more arrests for ages 21 and 22 than of persons in other age groups. 
This trend was continued during the first 6 months of 1937, the num- 
ber of arrests being largest for age 22. It is of interest to note that 
prior to the middle of 1935 arrests of persons 19 years of age out- 
numbered arrests for any other single age group. “However, during 
the first half of 1937 the age groups in which arrests occurred most 
frequently were as follows:

The compilation further disclosed an increase in the proportion of 
persons arrested who were less than 21 years old as compared with 
the record for 1936. The figure for the first 6 months of 1937 was 18.0 
percent, as compared with 17.4 percent for the calendar year 1936. 
In addition to the 45,210 persons less than 21 years old arrested during 
the first half of 1937, there were 42,058 (16.7 percent) between the 
ages of 21 and 24, making a total of 87,268 (34.7 percent) less than 
25 years old. Persons arrested who were between the ages of 25 and 
29 numbered 42,511 (16.9 percent). This makes a total of 129,779 
(51.6 percent) less than 30 years old. (With reference to the ages of 
persons represented by fingerprint cards received at the F B I, it 
should be borne in mind that the number of arrest records is doubtless 
incomplete in the lower age groups, because in some jurisdictions the 
practice is not to fingerprint youthful individuals.) 

The number of arrests for ages 16-24 is shown in figure 12. 
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Persons under 21 years of age were most frequently charged with 
offenses of robbery, burglary, larceny, and auto theft. This is clearly 
indicated by the following tabulation:

The predominance of youths among those charged with offenses 
against property is further indicated by the fact that for all types of 
crimes 87,268 persons under 25 years of age were arrested, thus consti- 
tuting 34.7 percent of the total of 251,575 arrest records examined. 
However, youths under 25 numbered 53.2 percent of those charged 
with robbery, 61.4 percent of those charged with burglary, 47.5 per- 
cent of those charged with larceny, and 73.1 percent of those charged 
with auto theft.

Examination of the previous criminal histories of the persons rep- 
resented by fingerprint cards received during the first 6 months of 1937 
revealed that 42 percent (105,878) already had fingerprint cards on 
file in the Identification Division of the F BI. There were, in addi- 
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tion, 4,603 records bearing notations indicating previous criminal 
histories of the persons represented, although their fingerprints had 
not previously been filed at the Bureau. There were, therefore, a 
total of 110,481 records containing data concerning the prior criminal 
activities of the persons arrested, and the records disclosed that 75,248 
(68.1 percent) had previously been convicted of one or more offenses. 
This number is 29.9 percent of the 251,575 arrest records examined, 
the proportion being approximately the same as during 1936.

In 14 cases it was shown that persons charged with criminal homicide 
during the first half of 1937 had been previously convicted of homicide. 
The tabulation indicates a general tendency for recidivists to repeat 
the same type of crime. 

As heretofore indicated, the records show that 75,248 of the persons 
arrested had been previously convicted. The records of those persons 
disclosed a total of 193,442 prior convictions, an average of more than 
two per individual ; 86,528 of the convictions were for major violations 
and 106,914 were for less serious infractions of the criminal laws.

Whites were represented by 185,121 of the records examined and 
Negroes by 55,565. The remaining races were represented as follows: 
Indian, 1,321; Chinese, 543; Japanese, 108; Mexican, 7,823; all others, 
1,094. 

The significance of the figures showing the number of Negroes 
arrested as compared with the number of whites can best be indicated 
in terms of the number of each in the general population of the country. 
Exclusive of those under 15 years of age, there were according to the 
1930 decennial census, 8,041,014 Negroes, 13,069,192 foreign-born 
whites, and 64,365,193 native whites in the United States. Of each 
100,000 Negroes, 691 were arrested and fingerprinted during the first 
half of 1937, whereas the corresponding figure for native whites was 
249 and for foreign-born whites 103. E igures for individual types of 
violations may be found in the following tabulations. It should be 
observed in connection with the foregoing data that the figure for 
native whites includes the immediate descendants of foreign-born 
individuals. Persons desiring to make a thorough study of the com- 

arative amounts of crime committed by native whites and foreign- 
orn whites should employ available compilations showing the number 
of instances in which offenders are of foreign or mixed parentage.

At the end of June, 1937, there were 7,360,458 fingerprint records 
and 8,581,013 index cards containing the names and aliases of indi- 
viduals on file in the Identification Division of the F BI. Of each 
100 fingerprint cards received during the first 6 months of 1937, more 
than 56 were identified with those on file in the Bureau. Fugitives 
numbering 3,162 were identified through fingerprint records during 
this same period, and interested law enforcement officials were imme- 
diately notified of the whereabouts of those fugitives. 

As of June 30, 1937, there were 10,465 police departments, peace 
officers, and law enforcement agencies throughout the United States 
and foreign countries voluntarily contributing fingerprints to the 
FBI. 
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
